First indication that the air 
raid warning had been sounded 
was contained ina brief Reuter 
mensage sayings that a wire css 
messnge which wis being re- 
ceived in Shanghai from Chung: 
kings at 1.10 p.m. stated 2 “Dis- 
continued owing to air raid.” 
This seemed to indicate that the 
capital was again being bombed, 
- but a later despatch stated that 
though Chinese pursuit planes in 
“ighting formation ‘took to the 
air when the warm was sounded 
at noon, the raiders failed to ap- 
pear and the all clear was soune 
ed an, hour later. 


Streets Blocked 


Meanwhile, the fires in various 
parts of the city cnused by the 
attack on Chungking on Friday 
were finally extinguished eurly 
yesterday morning _(says Rew- 
ter).

Electric light, water and 
phonen services have been restor- 
ed in some parts of Chungking. 
‘The exact number of casualties 
enused by the Japanese raids hae 
not yet been ‘ascertained, as some 
huge areas devastated by fire 
“have not yet been touched by res- 
eue workers. 


Many bodies are believed to |’ 


be buried in the debris. 

It is generally believed in 
Chungking, according to Reuter. 
the number of casualtics on 
Thursday was, the highest of the 
23. months of the Sino-Japanase 
hostilities. . 

One reliable yource estimated 
for Reuter that the figure would 
be from 4,000 to 5,000 killed 

‘and wounded, many of whom 
were wounded, 


In Darkness 


When Reuter’s correspondent 
toured Chungking on Friday night 
severni fires were still ‘burning, 
and except for these, Chungking 
remained in completo darkness. 

The few people in the streots 
wero chiefly those-who fled during 
the raids on Wednesday and 
Thursday. They wero returning to 
inspect their homes or to carry 
away a few casential belongings 
whieh they had been unable to

if we were tu search for an 

example of the consequences 
to Europe of the rapid deterio- 
ration of international —stand- 
ards, we could find none more 
characteristic than the recently 
renewed anxiety as to the situa- 
tion in the Balkans. In the years 
before 1914 the Balkans were 2 
centre of continuous unrest, in 
the twenty years since the Arm- 
istice they have been among the 
more settled parts of the world. 


What is the reason for this 
contrast?. It cnn be simply stat- 
ed.

The Japanese bombers flew over Chungking in 
formation, strewing bombs in a broad ribbon 
covering, perhaps, one third of the city with 
bombs, according to eyewitnesses, incendiary 
bombs being-among them.

F the democratic nations had 

to cope with n totalitarian 

aggression, could they count 

upon the assistance of the Sov- 

jet air force? The answer to 

this question depends upon pol-

There are three problems to 
be examined: the importance, 
of the Soviet air force, the cap- 
acity of production of the Saviet 
air industry and the utilisation 
of the Soviet air force.

PENILE Duce and Hitler have given 

tho answer of the Axis to 
President Roosevelt's appeal. It. 
will have nothing to do with the 
conference he proposed. 

No one will feel surprise at 
those rejections least of all the Pre- 
-sident himself, He showed what he 
expeeted when he sent his ficet 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
front. 

His Note was not the most flat- 
tering of invitations. It was a 


challenge, which bluntly placed on” 


tho Fascist’ Powers the whole res- 
ponsibility for the terrors and 
miseries that afflict the nations. 
It was evidently designed to serve 
two purposes, 

_ First, te enlighten American 
opinion and rally it against the 
guilty Powers, which will now put 
themselves doubly in the wrong by 
their refusal to search for peace 
at the president's round table, In 
the: second place, it is an encour- 
agement to the pacific nations and 
a warning to the Axis. 

Tho man who wrote these clo- 
quent pages will not be tied by 
the pedantry of any rules that. 
prescribe a colour-blind neutrality. 
He has taken his stand. 

Then is peace assured because 
the President has spoken? To 
draw that inference would be to 
exaggerate his power. The Axis 
was not playing for American ap- 
plause when it grabbed Bohemia 
and Albania. The chess-board that 
it watches lies nearer to its fron- 
tiers. : 

Its horizon is limited to the 
range of a fast bombing plane. Its 
eyes, when it reckons how much 
mere it may dare, are fixed on 

Downing Street. : 

Is that Institution still bent on 
“gppeasement,” or will it really, 
next time, resist, and, if so, with 
what forces? 


Same Old Game 


This is n question that concerns 
us as closely ag it concerns Adolf 
Hitler. For if there is no doubt 
about the resistance, and if the 
forces tHat Downing Street can 
muster amount to a formidable and 
closely knit conlition, then we may 
hope for a period of peace... 

If, on the other hand, the Fue- 
hrer and the ‘Duce doubt the sin- 
cerity of Mr. Chamberlain’s will 
to resist, or if they question the 
solidity and strength of the group 
ef Allies he is agsembling, then it 
is more than probable that they 
will continue the game of grab on 
an even bolder scale. 

If they should overestimate the 
patience of Britain, we shall have 
to face war half-prepared, at the 
head of a sorry team of Allies. 

At the moment we can only say, 
with certainty that the usual ap- 
paratus of intimidation is being 
made ready with all the usual pub- 
licity. Both Powers keep their 
armics half-mobilised. 

The Duce has reinforced -his 
means of attack in Libya and in 
'the islands of the Aegean, He has 
‘seized the strategical: keys of Al- 
bania, He has brought Franco de- 
finitely into the ranks of the Axis, 
with all the ports and islands of 
Spain. 

His shock-troops, reinforced the 
‘other day, are still on the spot. 
Round Gibraltar the guns that can 
command its harbour are in posi- 
tion: A German. flecL is on the 


coasts of the Peninsula.

Would it be content with a sub- 
stitute for a Ministry of Supply, 
which can exercise no effective 
control over industry? 

It faces an enemy who for five 
years has organised the whole of 
hig econemic Hfe on a war foot- 
ing, yet even now if hesitates to 
urm itself with the full potvers 
essential to defence. It allows this 
enemy, about whose intentions it 
can have no illusions, to import 
from the Empire supplies of rare 
but cssential minerals, without a 
thought of stopping them.

Hong Kong Needs Not Prisons, But 
ae Reformatories And Labour Camps 


HE appalling crime 

statistics in Hong 
Kong, brought about as 
a gruesome aftermath 
of the war, calls for the 
revision of its crime re- 
pression system in con-- 
formity with the war- 
time conditions prevail- 
ing in the Colony. 

The interdependence of crime 
and economics is a well established 
fuct. Regrettably lacking, how- 
ever, is due recognition of the ne- 
cessity to apply special methods 
of retribution to crimes having 
an economic basis, especially at 
time when the society sudcenly 
becomes faced with mass de- 
moralization of the population re- 
sulting from wholesale lugs of pro- 
perty and unemployment. The 
task. of the punitive apparatus in 
such circumstances is mainly to 
protect the society from those ele- 
ments which are endangering ita 
safety, and its attitude toward the 
Jawbreaker is not that of punish- 


ment and redress but of a correc- 
tive and educational character, 


HONG KONG CRIME

offenses are rarely accompanied 
with aggaults on a person “and in 
most cases bear no evidence of 
premeditation. Going through 
their history one is soon left with 
no doubt in mind that it is seldom 
a habitual crimina) with whom 
Justice deals with at the present 
juncture, but most often a dishear- 
tened unemployed, an impoverish- 
ed peasant and a homeless refugee. 

In the light of this knowledge 
the Prisons Report just published’ 
offers a wealth of bitter facts as to 
conditions prevailing in local 
prisons, [t tells of their indescri- 
bable congestion, . preventing the 
separation of first offenders and 
juveniles from hardened criminals, 
of lack of organized labour, physi- 
cul training and education. 


The predominant principle gov- 
erning the erilme repression system 
in Hong Kong seems to be the 
punishment of a lawbreaker. Little 
or no consideration is being given 
as to what his future after leaving 
the prison will be and to what life 
ho, will be able to adjust himself. 
The results’ are often deplorable. 
Being isolated from the normal 
life, having nothing to do and 
living in humble surroundings, the 
convict enally gives in to further 
demoralizing influences and by the 
time his sentence expires often

_LABOUR CAMPS 


The idea of labour eamps, usually 
organized out of the 
provide convicts with labour under 
supervision in healthy surroundings 
aftording the freedom of motion. 
Their work is paid in proportion to 
skill displayed and the stundard 
of general behaviour, No restrie- 
tion is imposed upon the spending 
of their carnings. Extra food, 
clothing etc. can be bought or 
money sent to convicts’ families. 
Compulsory education goes hand 
in hand with productive labour 
programme, and convicts making 
good progress in literacy ete. are 
granted extra priviliges such as 
more frequent visits of relatives, 
extra books and letters ete. 

The organization and mannge- 
ment of labour camps may, of 
course, greatly vary in conformity 
with local conditions and the type 
of conviets, but the idea inspiring 
the project always remains the 
same,: It Is the assurance that 
labour is tho best iniluence which 
can correct everything, and that 
education and labour, combined 
never fai! to improve the character 
and status of a person under arrest 
who leaves the camp sometimes 
better - equipped with knowledge 
and trade than he was in his for- 
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Major Willeock’s Prison report is a startling commentary 
on the social conditions prevailing in the Colony. There is 
the story of the young Chinese who begged help from a 
European, while he was seeking for work. When asked what 
he had been’ doing, he said he had been sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment and had just been released tht day, 
after serving four months of his sentence. With the air of 
one suffering from a great grievance, he said the warder had 
ordered him that morning to put off his prison garb, don his 
own clothes and go away: and he added sadly, “I had done 
nothing wrong.”

The natural amenities of Hong 
Kong offer vast opportunitics of 
establishing labour camps in the 
desired surroundings. Perhaps 
some of the refugee camps now 
housing only a limited number of 
refugees could be converted into 
labour camps and refugecs transfer- 
red to other places. | Wooden bar- 
racks would very well do both as 
sleeping quarters and workshops 
and the only problem which the 
Govornment would have to tackle 
is how to provide tho. camps with 
an adequate armed force serving 
as guards. 

The programme of compulsory 
labour can include almost anything, 


from constructing of air-raid dug-. 


outs to manufacture of saleable 
articles, and shall be left to the 
discrimination of the Government 
or the authorities in charge of 
labour camps. 


The treatment of young offenders 
is a great problem facing. the 
Judge, no adequate solution of 
which has yet been found. Of 
all countries Soviet Russia alone 
has approached it In all its serious- 
ness and worked out a special 
system of dealing with child de- 
finquents, Some of her experiments 
in this field have been imitated by 
other Governments, which unani- 
mously declare that Russisn pro- 
gramme of combating juvenile crime 
should be given world-wide _publi- 
city. 2 
The machinery in operation for 
dealing with juvenile criminals in 
Russia is called the Commission 
for Cases of Minors. It is not a 
children’s court, but a predayo- 
xical ana educational organiza- 
tion which — sits in closed 
sessions permitting the attendance 
‘of those only who are 
with the cases. The measures of 
correction applied by the Commis- 
sion range from placing the child 
in the care of a family, or on main- 
tenance and education by some 
organization, to the final measure, 
which is never resorted to unless 
all other efforts have failed, name- 
ly, sending the child te a reforma- 
tery or an industrial school. 


The refurmatory is operated in- 


an education manner, teaching be- 
ing combined with productive 
labour. There is no restriction of 
movement, nor corporal — punish- 
ments. The child is. given every 
vpportunity of developing 
capacities, and if hevig unwilling tu 
dv su he loxes sume ‘of the privi- 
leges. he otherwise enjoys, 
and his term of sentence may be 
Jengthened.. The important feature 
of the programme is close contact 
continuously kept between refor- 
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matorics and factories, sv that the 
children whose sentence expired 
could directly be given jobs and 
their life of labour, to which they 
got used In the reformatory, would 
go on uninterrupted. 


FRESH AIR 


In the way of establishment the 
reformatory resembles the Inbour 
camp. It {8 also prefernble that 
it could be set in the open to afford 
the greater freedom of motion in 
the fresh air and the greater choice 
of work for the inmates. s 


The main factor ensuring success 
in working of both types of inuti- 
tutions is the presence of well- 
trained personnel able to put ideas 
into practice and combine strict 
discipline with educational and 
correctional influence. Considering 
the number of unemployed Chinese 
teachers and returned students in 
Hong Kong, the choice of such 
personnel would present no diffi- 
culty, They would need additional 
training, of course, but in tho light 
of general situation in the Colony 
it would pay the Government to

No trace of the murderer or the 
wenpon could be found, but n great 
deal of blood had been spilled 
about the disordered room.” 

Simeon Lee, 2 short time before 
his death, had reported to the 
police the loss of a number of un- 
ctit diamonds he kept in his safe. 

Johnson questioned members of 
the family house-party—Simeon’s 
sons, George, Alfred, Harry, 
David; his half-Spanish — grand- 
daughter, Pilar; his daughters-in- 
law; Stephen Farr, son of his 
former partner . . Tressilian. 
the- butler, and Horbury, the valet, 
told their stories. Magdalene Lee, 
George’s wife, merting Poirot in 
the garden, spoke of Pilar as a girl 
whose antecedents were unknown 
and whore actions were suspicious. 


“Do not call Mrs. George my 
friend,” ssid Poirot to Sugden. 
“Or I shall speak of your friend 
Miss Estravados, who finds you 
such a handsome man!” 

He had the pleasure of seeing 
the superintendent's official poise 
upset again, The police officer 
turned crimson, ~ Poirot looked at 
him with malicious amusement, 

He said, and there was a wist- 
ful note in his voice: 

“It is truce that your moustache 
is superb. . .°. Tell me, do you 
use for it a special pomade?” 

“Pomade? Good Lord, no!”
